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Indian Traditions. 



A friend, who has been for .i long while 
in the northwest coast, and understands the 
language, manners aiul customs of the fa 
mous Norlherri . Indians, sends us a letter 
containing some very interesting accounts of 
the belief and traditions of those tribes. 
We have no doubl^par readers will be very 
much Interested in Jlheir perusaH 

Jhe, Tongas, Stiolceen,' Sit^^d some of 
the H3'dahs and Chimseans, ^Mhemselves 
"Clingats." Their belief is, first: The 

Yale (crow) made all things; mankind 
possesses a never-dying soul; the brave, 
those who fall in battle, and those who are 
murdeied, enjoy everlasting happiness in 
heaven (keeduc-coii) ; while those who die 
a natural ileatli are doomed to dwell for 
ages and a-es amon<; the branches of tall 
ii'Iics. They burn their dead; when a chief 
.dies they kill his slaves. They are, if I 
recollect, divided into four crests: the crow, 
the deer, the wolf, and the beaycr: 

• • CRBATION OF THE AVOIILD. 

These Indians have a tradition which 
speaka.of the creation of the " Ciingai ■ 
world. Very long ago the land of the 
« Clingats" was a dark, sunless, shapeless, 
'chaotic muss, and the Yale was the only 
•Hvin? Ihiiii: to lie foun.i there. For a lonii 
while he flew over and around the watery 
•'wa^Jte, and at last, growing lir.-d of the soli- 
tude, determined to render il hiibiuiblf. He 
bade the waters recetle, and ihey obeyed, 
leaving! only the lakes, rivers and the sea. 
He told the sun to shine and dry the earth. 
The sun, in obe.lience to the order, shone 
on the wet earlli ; a mist arose and hung 
over the land, and the Yale took the mist 
and made the aalmon, and put them into 
the river and the lakes. .The deer, the 
wolf, the feathered tribes, «lo., he madn for 
the land and the sea, according to their na- 
tures. 

A BEBEt AKD HIS PWKI8IIMEKT. 

After the Yale had finished his work of 
,<ireali^n, he made a survey of it, i«ntl hkeil 
It well, and all the living creatur.-s were 
■)Ieas(Ml Willi themselves and the world— all 
:,ut Ihe sough (or li/ard). The crow went 
to the house of Hie sough, where h.; gut into 
eonversatioii with hlin, regardiuu' Ihn sea- 
sons. The sough bijiiig a great sleeper, 
nnd having a slock of provisions laid up 
•igainst the winter, said to the crow, " 1 
.•ant five months of winter.". " Not so." 
, epiied the crow ; " for the sdIcs of the door 
^nd the mountain sheep there shall be bui 
our snowy months." " Five I imist have, ' 
aid the sough, atretohing out his live lin- 
gers— (for in those days he had a hand liko 
a man). The crow seized the sough's hand, 
and twisting off one of his lingers, said, 
'•Four they shall be, nnd the four fingers 
■ youhtve now left, shall bo llio wigu fuf 
ever." And four rainy, four snowy, and 
four warm months, fiom Ihu nine the 
•Ull U*VeH a cerliiin point lill lie comes 
bitok again, has lieeii the lule i ver since. 

THK IIIIST HUMANS. 

Having got everylhing sullied to liis sttlis- 
faotloo, the crow found as wmiisr cftino on, 
ibnt ha had no houie t« »boltcr him nor in 



whicji to store the.salmon^he had dried for 
winter use. So to" make things square, he 
made two men out of u shower jof^rain, and 
taught them how to build a' bouse; He 
then showed them the^way to , Jiiake ropes 
out of the bark of trees', and htfw 'to 'dry' 
salmon. 

A S AI..MO.V-WIKK. 

After he had got everything arranged, and 
his winter's grub stored, the crow com- 
menced to look after a wife; and after 
searching some time, found a female salmon 
that consented lo have him, look to his bed 
and board, and lived very happily for some 
time. But one day the crow fell to gam- 
bling with the stump of a tree, and having 
beaten the stump, felt so good that ho went 
home, took his saUxfon-wife by the gills, 
and gave her such 'a fearful beating, that 
the moment ho released the lady she ran 
out of the house, and before he could over- 
take her she plungetl into the river, anti was 
never seen more by mortal man. But the 
worst of the affair was yel to comS. All his 
dried salmon ran off lo tho water too, and 
he was left without provisions. 

\ WIFE FliO.M THE SUN. 

He soon got over the loss of his provis- 
ions and his wife; and cuniineuced to louk 
nfter another helpmate, and at lasl marrieil 
a young lad}'-.. belonging to the sun. She 
bore him a male child, who, when a youth 
tried to " bos8">*over; the sun, and order it 
around. Biit the 3un became unmanage- 
able, and coming near the earth, parched up 
everything, and came near setting the land 
of the Clingats on fire. The 'old. oro^, 
however, soon came lo his assistance'and' 
put things to rights again. 

HOW TO WAKK SAI.JION. 

One time the Yale went to Nass River 
and asked ihe jieople for something to eal. 
They replied they were all poor and hail 
nothing to give him. There was a mist

" whenever you see the sun come to that 
point in the heavens and a nr.ist coma over

One lime iln! crow went lu .-^ee an old ac- 
aintanee, a chief named Can-nook. He- 
tired and thirdly be asked for a night's 
gings and a drink of water. Can-nook 
told him he might lodge there bill never^'a 
drop of water should he have. i'After they 
had all gone to bed the crow got up to help 
himself to water^^bat Can-nook's wife' saw 
him and bawled out to her husband, Can- 
nook aroused himself and threw .some 
wood on the fire. The crow tried lo -et out 
of the 'hole in the roof cut to let out the 
smoke, but Can-nook kept piling on thr 
wood: the smoke increased in volume, nnd 
for some time the crow could uni -ei (nii, 
and when he did he was peifecily l.lack— 
having been pure while bi Hire that lament- 
able event. And all tlie crows from that 
day lo this have been jet black. 

Til K i)I'i,i'i;k. 
A long time after the crow had mode tho 
" Cliu'iat'' he got into a muss with someof 
lis intiahiianis; and determined to revenge 
hiinsolf upon them. The tradilion goes on 
lo say that the clouds began to gathor 
gloomy and daik, while from them tho rain 
fell in sooh torrents "as 'was never seen be- 
loie. Soon the earth began to crack and 
oijcii, and from the cracks and openings 
wat'MS gushed forlh ami ran in slnanw. 
The faro of the ciirtb was lost sight of— llie 
water rose higher and higher, iiiid at last 
Ihe people ran and look lo their canors. 
The ranoos rose higher ami higher and 
floated about on Hie waK^ry waste, upward, 
and upward ro.M? llii! waters, iinlil ul lusi 
Ihry env-ied the sumniils of all but three 

of lilt' iiMFliiii'M Hiniintains— one each in 
tho Tongas, Siickeeii, and Sitka countries. 
To these summits miiiiy «'''0 had no cancos 
fled iiiid were saved. A great riiiiny of the 
canoes were lost with their opoupaiits, 
I'^inaliy, tho waters commenced to go do^n, 
and after a long while Ihe earth was dry 
once mom and the peojdi' came down 
again, and inhabited the laud, ami their 
desoondaiits are Iho Noiiheni braves who 
have visited M for tho last two ydato. 

Tho crow is still regardod as n holy bird, 
nnd the ii-ceipt hir making salmon mit «it 
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mint, alllimigh liM'd niiiriy limes by ambiti- 
ous KavagCH, has ulways lailed lo sueceed.

City Franchise Again. 

We yesterday alluded to the great wrong 
which it was proposed to inflict on the town 
by making the revi.sed list of voters the list 
under which the firat election for town of- 
ficers was 10 be held. The enormity— the 
iiiju.stice of sdch an act is so great that 
nothing but a solemn sense of duly compel.'^ 
us to renew the subject again to-day. It is 
not a mere feeling of indignation that 
prompts us to renew our notice.' But we 
act from a conviction that any one who 
has it in his power to abow the crymg m- 
jusliee of such a list of voters would be a 
traitor lo his Queen and country, and un- 
worthyiof the confidence or respect of free- 
men, ^"d he hot add word to word and line 
to line to demonstrate it. 

We propose, theref&re, to give facts in 
support of our allegation! ; facts that any 
one may verify. We ask all concerned to 
test them; for if ever we e.xpect the free 
and unfettered voice of townsmen to bs 
heard through a just and righteous distribu- 
tion of the civic franchise, now ia_the*time 
to verify our assertions and for. citizens lo 
vindicate their rights arid oapapity for aelf- 
government. We will first direct attention 
to the revised list of voters for members : 

1. On December 1, 1859, the list of claims 
•ntered at the sberifTs office, were published 
in the CoLomsT. The list from which the 
printed copy was made was the original list, 
made by'the sherifl's clerk. No other was 
genuine. Affidavits in support of this asser- 
tion we are authorized to state can be had. 
The number of claims on this list were only 
222 

2. In the revised list, authenticated by the 
gignature of Mr. Drake there are 234'Votes.g 

3. The diflerence in excess between the 
eopy of the original list, published in the 
Colonist, and the authenticated and revi.sed

Many other objections could be ur;^i'd, 
bad we space, lo show what a fraiul on the 
public the revised list is; and how gn'at 
woull bo the moral turpitude of mfii, were 
they to know these facts and yet i^loss ihi^m 
over fur (jarty purposes. Wo have shown 
enougli, however, to niako the blood of any 
honest man buil at ilio thought tli.<t llit^ru 
should bo any cluvncti al all for ih" lir.-l 
election for mayor and councilors of Victo- 
ria to be subject to such a list. Yet there 
■8 a cliaiiiie. A clause of the Inoorporaiidii 
bill already passed imikri thr reviitd lint o/ 
voteu fur members uj Assembly, the list for 
the first town election. Now, if no new list 
ii made, the old list will be the returning 
ofiioet'i guide, as at Esquimau ; and in plain 
Engliah, the i»eople will be ohealed— yes, 
ohSRted oat of thuir lawful rights, Men may 
be returned as councilors or mayor as Frank- 
lin was relutiied, without a majority of legal 
votes, HB honest men understand legality 
endjustiue. Lot ihem be returned oiioe, 
•nd it will >o in vein to utf^a frittdjn the 



list of voters. Packed committee.-i may de- 
cide as ihey are lold : that the list has been 
re-enacted law ; and the legal councilor may 
thus sue in vain for his rights. No man 
was ever more truly elected by a majority 
of the legally qualified .voters of a district 
than DeCosmos ; yet we all know who 
holds the seat. . With such e-xamples as the 
Victoria and Esquimalt elections before 
them we warn the electors to do their duty 
— preverit the wrong. 

Who is there that dare boldly declare 
that there shall be no new list for the town 
election ? Who is there that will re-enact 
an election franchise when the original list 
diflers from the second to the extent of 
uvelve names ! A list in which it can be 
proven that names have been placed since 
the e.vpiry of registralion ? A list which 
contains the names of eighteen foreigners .' 
A list in which are the names of officials 
residing in the neighboring colony ? A list 
by which men without qualification can 
vole ] A list that deprives scores of quali- 
Ced volets from either registration or voting? 
Who is it that dare attempt a deed like 
this 1 Can he be found 7 We believe there 
Ls no man bold enough in the colony 
to allompt it. There may be some who are 
skilful in the construction of language, 
through which all, and more than what we 
Slated, may have an easy way through,; 
Here, then, is ihe danger. 

What is wanted IS a new list of voters for 
the town election ; a list made by a new re- 
viser. What is wanted is a liberal ai\d 
enlightened franchise— a proof that the ob- 
ject of legislation ia not Ip legislate Reform- 
ers or Obstruotives into office, but to allow 
the free and. unfettered voice of townsmen 
to be heard and not smothered.
